FREIGHT RATE RINE 
IN STATE ORDERED, 
EFFECTIVE JAN. 4 


Principal Agricultural 
Products Not Affected 
by New Interstate Scale 
Authorized by Body. 


Increased freight rates on intrastate 
shipments in Georgia, ordered by the 
Georgia public service commission 
Tuesday, probably will go into effect 
January 4, the same date interstate 
rates recently approved by the inter- 
state commerce commission become 
operative. 

The Georgia commission authorized 
the roads to increase their rates “in 
the same amount.and to the same ex- 
tent” as authdtized by the I. C. C., 
with the exception that the Georgia 
commission declined to authorize any 
increase on sand, gravel and crushed 
stone, 

Chairmfin Perry in a statement an- 
nouncing the granting of the increase 
said that “at this time” neither the 
Georgia commission nor the interstate 
commerce commission has the power 
to authorize increases in-these rates 
on Georgia traffic.” In December, 
the I. ©. C. issued an order to the 
railroads to disregard competitive 
rates fixed by the Geo commission. 

Increases autho the commis- 
sion statement said, range from 6 
cents per ton to 2 cents per 100 

unds. No increase whatever has 
authori on the principal prod- 
ucts of agriculture, cotton, grain and 
grain products, fresh fruits and live 
stock. The increase applies to coal, 
ores, rough stone, lumber, and 
crate material, scrap iron, u nu- 
factured tobacco, cantaloupes, water- 
melons, fresh Yenetebles, fertilizer and 
naval stores.

Proposes Wholesale De-. 
partment Consolidations 
as Economy Move.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—O®)—A 
general shake-up of the federal gov- 
ernment—a wholesale consolidation of 
its overlapping branches—was set up 
before the eyes of an absent congress 
today by President Hoover as a ma- 


jor objective of the present session. 

The chief executive named five spe- 
cific consolidations that would touch 
almost every arm of the government. 
Such action at this time, he declared, 
would be a sharp weapon in the fight 
to lop off federal expenditures. Here 
is his program: 

Consolidation of all government 
construction activities under an ad- 
ministrator of public works to serve 
all departments. 

Combination of all merchant ma- 
rine activities within the department 
of commerce. s 

Consolidation of all federal educa- 
tional efforts under a single head. 

Creation of a,single bureau to han- 
dle all conservation activities. 

Consolidation of the public health 
services. 

Addressing newspapermen in the 
most lively White House press con- 
ference in recent. weeks, the president 
recalled that he had urged a general 
consolidation plan upon congress over 
the last 10 years. At this time it 
would save millions, he said. 

“The subject is an old one and now 
that economy absolutely must be the 
first order in government it is an 
appropriate time for congress to take 
up the question and bring it to con- 
clusion,” he continued. “Such action 
would comprise a major accomplish- 
ment of the present session of con- 
gress.” 

At this point, the president depart- 
ed from usual custom to engage in a 
question and answer period with cor- 
respondents crowded a dozen deep 
about his desk. 

In answer to one query, he said a 
special méssage dealing With his pro- 
posals in greater detail would de- 
livered to congress as soon as action 
had been taken upon his emergency

Lieutenant McWilliams died Tues- 
day morning at Grady hospital of in- 
juries received when he stepped from 
his autofmfiobile Christmas night, walk- 
ed across Peachtree street and was 
struck by an automo? e driven by G. 
A. Wilensky, 817 Ponce de Leon ave- 
‘nue. He sustained compound frac- 
ture of the skull, internal injuries and 
severe cuts and bruises. Wilensky is 
at liberty under bond of $1,000 on 
technical charges of reckless driving. 
His case will be heard in recorder’s 
court Thursday afternoon; but Chief 
of Police James L. Beavers Tuesday 
said he will not be taken in custody. 

The accident, which cost the veteran 
officer his life, occurred between Tenth 
and Eleventh streets on Peachtreo. 
McWiHiams had just stepped from his 
car, with the intention of entering a 
cafe opposite where he was parked. 

Chief Beavers Tuesday paid tribute 
to McWilliams, saying: 

“In his long career he has prob- 
ably caught more burglars iu the act 
of entering stores or homes than any 
other officer in the department. He 
was a most active and diligent man 
and he will be greatly missed. The 
entire police department mourns his 
untimely passing and extends its sin- 
cere condolence to the members of his 
family.” 

Approximately 15 years ago Lieu- 
tenant McWilliams received injuries 
almost identical to those suffered 
Christmas night. As a motorcycle 
policeman he crashed into a wagon 
and was so seriously hurt that sur- 
geons found it necessary to fit a sil- 
ver plate to a portion of his skull. 
In the accident last Friday the of- 
ficer was hurt in the same place, 
causing complications from which re- 
covery was impossible. 

McWilliams was known as an ex- 
pert marksman with a revolver, and 
his record showed that he had héen 
engaged in nore than a score of fights 
with desperadoes. He had been a 
member of the force for more than 
20 years.

19, 1884. Surviving ah his father, 
J. W. McWilliams; his widow, Mrs.

RAINEY TAX PROGRAM 
DRAWS MILLS’ ATTACK 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—(?)— 
Democratic proposals that the wealthy 
bear the brunt of increased taxes were 
assailed as “inadequate” tonight by 
Undersecretary Mills, of the treasury. 

Seizing as the target of his criticism 
a statement by Representative Rainey, 
floor leader of the house democratic ma- 
jority, Mills asserted huge surtaxes 
would not meet the treasury’s needs 
because the large incomes on which 
they would be levied have virtually 
been wiped out. 

Rainey’s program, with which many 
democratic leaders are not in agree- 
ment, proposed repeal of the capital 
stock gains and losses provision of the 
present tax law and urged making in- 
creased taxes payable on income of 
1931. He opposed increasing the 
rate on small incomes and suggested 
a maximum surtax of 60 per cent. 
He also, proposed a bond issue to 
cover part of the treasury deficit. 

Informed of the Mills’ statement, 
Speaker Garner said: 

“Nobody has been authorized to 
speak for the democratic party on a 
tax program, and nobody has. There 
is no complete program yet. Mr. Mills 
can set up a straw man and knock 
him down if he wants to, but it’s 
nothing more than a product of his 
imagination,” 

Other democratic leaders made it 


as an individual and not for the 
party. They concur in some of his 
views and differ on others.

Both Issues Are Being 
Studied With View to 
Action in Next 2 Months. 
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BY CECIL B. DICKSON. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(/)— 
A balanced tax plan to draw an even 
flow of revenue into the treasury from 
sources best able to bear the cost of 
government and a tariff act to stimu- 
late foreign and domestic trade are 
the goal of congressional democrats. 

Although there are some differences 
of opinion among senate and house 
leaders as to the methods of increas- 


ing revenue to meet the prospective 
$2,000,000,000 treasury deficit, they 
are in accord on the general idea of 
— the wealthy carry the biggest 
oad, 

Speaker Garner said today that 
neither the democratic organization 
nor the party’s joint senate-house pol- 
icy committee had agreed upon the 
technical phases of the tax program 
or the tariff proposal. Both are be- 
ing studied with a view to present- 
ing bills for action within the next 
two months, . 

The Texan did disclose that the 
democrats expect to increase annual 
revenues by $200,000,000 without 
making additional levies. As he out- 
lined it, the plan calls for amend- 
ments to existing laws to close the 
loopholes through which big corpora- 
tions and individuals of large incomes 
evade tax payments. 

Garner’s Survey. 

Garner made an exhaustive study 
of court decisions in tax appeal cases 
during the summer months for the 
purpose of offering amendments to 
stop the loopholes. Some of these, 
he said were left intentionally in the 
original laws. 

As to the tariff, Garner predicted 
the democrats would offer a bill de- 
signed to revive commerce with for- 
eign countries, but declined to divulge 
its probable nature. However, Repre- 
sentative Rainey, of Illinois, the demo- 
cratic leader, said today it probably 
would be a reciprocal measure. 

He has sponsored such a bill, call- 
ing for a lowering of duties to meet 
those of foreign countries. However, 
he noted today that many foreign na- 
tions have gone off of the gold stand- 
ard and tariff values have become 
confused and uncertain, since some 
countries are operating on inflated 
currency. 

In democratic quarters the sugges- 
tion that the tariff law be revised 
to make -the tariff commission rec- 
ommend changes in duties to congress 
instead of to the president has gained 
support, Rainey said. 

Mellon Tax Plan. — 

Explaining that he had shifted his

SECURITY HOLDERS 


BERLIN, Dee. 29.—(4#)—Foreign- 
ers holding German mortgages ac-

Elusive Negro Escapes Again,

Advancements in Field of Science 
Shown at New Orleans Convention 


BY F. B. COLTON. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 29.—()— 
Sterilization of milk by super sound 
waves and production in America of 
the world’s first synthetic vitam', 
were announced to the American As- 
sociation for the Advancemént of Sci- 
ence today. 

The laws of chance, which scientists 
eall entropy, were shown to be more 
nearly like the “chances” of everyday 
life than formerly believed. 

Milk can be sterilized by sound 
waves, said Dr. Newton Gaines and 
Dr. L. A. Chambers, of Texas Chris- 
tian University, as effectively as by 
Pasteurization. The sound waves do 
not spoil the milk for human use. 

Milk is fed upward through an in- 
verted funnel. A hollow tube, aimed 
at the funnel just below its large end, 
vibrates at high speed like a tuning 
fork. It produces sound waves, which 
resemble a high pitched musical note, 
and aré concentrated in the funnel, 
somewhat as though'a college cheer 
leader were shouting into the large 
end of his megaphone. Thé concen- 
trated sound waves kill 99 per cent 
of the bacteria in the milk, said Dr. 
Gaines, 

Sound does the killing because it is 
a form of energy, but just how it 
kills the bacteria is not yet under- 
stood. The tube is vibrated by elec- 
trical energy. Dr. Gaines said his 
device will sterilize any fluid that con- 
tains bacteria, and can be operated 
continuously. Thus milk might be fed 
into the “sound sterilizer” as fast as 
it came from the dairy, then sent from 
there to bottles. 

Scientists all over the world have 
been racing to synthesize vitamins, to 
produce them by test tubes from a 
handful of chemicals. Vitamins have 
been successfully. “isolated,” that is, 
extracted, and vitamin D recently has 
been made by the action of ultra vio- 
let light, but the “first handful of 
chemicals” discovery was announced 
today by Dr. Charles FE. Bills, and 
Francis G. McDonald, of Mead, John- 
son & Co., Evansville, Ind. 

They produced vitamin D, the rick- 
ets preventive, from _ ergosterol, a 
plant substance which ordinarly turns 
into the vitamin under sunshine. But 
without using light they obtained it 
by treating ergosterol with methyl 
alcohol, ether and ethyl acetate under 
low temperature and with rigid ex- 
clusion of oxygen. Finally they wash- 
ed the préparation with ammonia. 

The resulting vitamin is not as pow- 
erful as that obtained from sunshine 
and ultra violet light they stated, but

With the ultra violet method Dr. 
Bills said his laboratory has made 
the world’s most powerful vitamin D, 
in an apparatus where “the daily ca- 
pacity is equal to the life’s work of 
160,000 codfish storing vitamin D.” 

Laws of chance and their relation 
to the future fate of the universe 
were discussed by Dr. P. W. Bridg- 
man, of Harvard University. He show- 
ed that laws of chance are not like 
a pack of ecards that if shuffled long 
enough will return to the original ar- 
rangement with which the shuffling 
started. They are more like shuffling 
a pack of cards that never return to 
the same arrangement, but will be 
arranged differently no matter how 
long they are shuffled. : 

Some scientists, applying laws of 
chance to the future, have predicted 
the universe is “running down,” that 
it will eventually die because every- 
thing will be changed into heat and 
cannot be changed back into matter. 
Dr. Bridgman said this conclusion 
was not warranted until man gains 
more knowledge of how the universe 
operated. 

Airplanes have made it possible to 
wipe ont the difference in climate be- 
tween North and South America and 
by so doing help fight the sugar cane 
borer in uisiana, it was reported 
by T. E. Holloway, W. E. Haley and 
KE. K. Bynum, of the United States 
department of agriculture. 

Parasites of the borer are available 
in Argentina and Peru, but formerly 
could be brought north only by boat. 
They reached Louisiana during the 
winter when no cane was growing and 
there were no borers to feed them. 
The parasites, a wasp and a fly, go 
inte a resting stage in winter, and 
winter was simulated during the 
month's trip on shipboard by keeping 
them in refrigerators. Only about 20 
per cent of the parasites survived the 
artificial winter, however. 

Now the parasites come by airplane 
in six days, and per cent of them 
survive. There is evidence that one 
generation of the wasps has been suc- 
cessfully “transplanted” to Louisiana, 
indicating that this will be an effec- 
tive method of control. 

Plans to improve weather forecasts 
in the temperate zone by studying 
weather in the arctic and antarctic 
were announced by Dr. Herbert H. 
Kimball of the United States weather 
bureau. Circulation of cold air from 
the north polar regions south over 
the United States is the cause of 
many storms and cold waves, he ex- 
plained. 

Approach of “weather” from the 
nosth will be reported ahead of time 
by radio by scientists who will go 
to the far north during the interna- 
tional polar year of 1932-33. 

“Seeing” what lies underground 
with the aid of small artificial earth- 
quakes was described by Professor 
H. A. Wilson, Rice Institute, Texas. 

The time taken for earthquake 
wakes to travel down into the earth 
and return to the surface indicates 
the location and depth of different 
ores and rocks, he explained. Scien- 
tists make their own earthquakes by 
exploding charges of dynamite, some- 
times as much as a ton.

If the ordinance sponsored by Coun- 
cilman Claude L. Barnwell, of the 
sixth ward, is passed, it will require 
that signers of the recall petition un- 
dergo the same test of authenticity 
which is now required in initiatives— 
that is all those signing the petition 
must do so at the office of the city 
clerk in the presence or before one of 
his deputies. 

The measure will bar promiscuous 
circulation of petitions, and will re- 
quire those signing them to appear 
at the city hall.

ter’s icy blasts swept a la 
Europe today, bringing death to some 
of the homeless and underfed, lashing 
seas to fury, and causing discomfort 
and suffering in many places. 

Far in the south, where winter 
usually is a faint parody of the sea- 
son in northern climes, the peaks of 
Madeira were covered with snow. 
Fifteen waifs were found dead from 
cold in the Lisbon district. 

At the other end of the continent, 
snow plows struggled through drifts 
that impeded Finns from recording 
seg vote in the prohibition referen- 

um. 

Between these extreme points, Lon- 
don, Paris and Berlin experienced 
piercing winds and snow, although 
London and southeast England thus 
far have escaped the blizafirds that 
have piled up drifts several feet deep 
in the Scottish glens and the York- 
shire moors. 

Snow fell on Dartmoor tonight, 
however. In other parts of Britain's 
“west country” there were high winds, 
heavy rain and hail. 

Cold, rain and snow were general 
throughout France. A freak storm 
springing up on the channel coast, in 
the Trouville region, sent fishing 
beats scurrying for shelter and dis- 
rupted coastal navigation. ; 

A gale has raged on the Baltic 
since Christmas. Last night there 
were fears it had caused the loss of 
15 persons in a salvage vessel which 
went to the rescue of the freighter 
Orion, which went aground off Hel- 
singfors, Finland, 

As a result of this same gale, al- 
most a hundredweight of amber was 
cast ashore at Cranz, Germany. 

Intense cold experienced in Rome 
over Christmas has been followed by 
two days of heavy rain. 

Heavy snow has fallen on the north- 
ern ranges of Spain, but the chief 
cities have escaped the blizzards and 
the recent extreme cold wave in the 
southern provinces showed signs of 
abating. 

Winter's clutch stretched over the 
European frontier into Asia. Re- 
ports from Teheran were that Persia 
was having freezing weather which 
had caused many deaths. The cold 
wave, however, has had the effect of 
checking the cholera epidemic.

NEW COAT FOR COTTON. 
The 
American Cotton Co-operative As- 


board of directors of the 


sociation formally urges congress 


"to change cotton’s ragged coat of 
jute to one of neat cotton,” citing 


’ that several hundred thousands of 
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bales of cotton would be consumed 
annually for bale wrappings if a 
protective tariff were put upon jute. 

Growers, bankers, merchants and 
women’s organizations through the 
cotton belt have for months been 
urging such protection from the 
cheap foreign covering which is 


“now being used for bagging and 


sacks for the shipment of practical- 
ly all farm products in this country, 


"and for many other purposes for 


which cotton could be used. A to- 
tal of nearly a million bales of cot- 


‘ton would be required if it were 


used as a substitute for all jute 


» uses. 


The injustice of the low tariff on 
jute is emphasized by the fact that 
the profits from its sale in the 
United States are limited to a com- 
paratively few businessmen in New 
England. Even American labor does 
not benefit by its manufacture, be- 
cause many of the jute mills which 
at one time existed in America have 
been moved to India, where the dif- 
ference in labor scales more than 
makes up for the extra cost of ship- 
ing the finished material into this 
country. ‘ 

An increased market of a million 
bales for the cheaper grades of 
American cotton would mean salva- 
tion to the smaller growers of the 
south, and would add materially to 
the value of the crop. 

Southern congressmen and sena- 
tors should, therefore, bend every 
effort to secure this much desired 
protection from the foreign grown 
Jute. 


CAPTAIN W. J. SREER. 


In the death of Captain William 
J. Speer, state treasurer for more 
than two decades, Georgia loses a 
public servant who made a splendid 
record for efficiency. 

He first entered the treasury de- 
partment in 1880, when his brother, 
Dan N. Speer, was state treasurer, 
serving for 16 years as assistant 
treasurer. In 1896 he was elected 
treasurer, retiring at the end of his 
four-year term on account of ill 
health. In 1911 he was again elect- 
ed to this position and has served 
continuously since.

It hap- 
pened more than a hundred years ago. 
Lillian Harvey, the German star, was 
the chief interpreter. Why wasn’t 
Lillian shown to us at school? How 
easy things would have been? 


There was Alexander, the Russian 
ezar. All my old schoolboy adora- 
tion for this Slavic giant vanished, He 
was just a little gigolo who cared 
more for the company of Lillian and 
other blonde babies than for the peace 
of the continent or the defeat of Na- 

leon. It was history made accessi- 

le to the slowest mind. Could it 
really be, I wondered, that things go 
that way at congresses and world con- 
ventions? And if so, who were the 
women, who played a role behind the 
scenes while the statesmen settled the 
fate of the world at Versailles a few 
years ago? 

To see that film the Congress of 
Vienna was just one huge dance of 
love and flirtation. And Versailles? 
Wild rumors used to reach us in the 
trenches and in the hospitals about 
diplomatic doings in Paris during the 
war. Then we believed them grossly 
exaggerated. But after seeing that 
film, I begin to wonder. Why doesn’t 
someone, who was a witness, tell us 
something of what took place behind 
the scenes?

people. Later, he went to Baltimore, 
and there the Laniers lived for some 
time. He first was a flutist in a 
Baltimore orchestra, and later, in 
1879, he joined the faculty of Johns 
Hopkins University. 

But by this time, he suffered a re- 
turn of his lung ailment and his bril- 
liant lectures on literature often were 
given while the poet, exhausted, sat In

Burns added that public funds should 
be used more than they are. 


“Does that apply to federal funds 
as well as state and city?’ Costigan 
asked, 

Burns replied that he preferred to 
use local funds because of the ease 
of administration, but said there was 
no difference in principle. 

“It doesn’t make any difference to 
the person who gets the help,” he 
added. 

“My own personal surmise is that 
— funds will be needed decidedly.” 

e said, adding that the $375,000,000 
proposed in Costigan’s bill was “by 
no means excessive.” 

Swift said that “adequate provision 
for relief exists in comparatively few 
communities” at the present time and 
he warned that provision must not 
only be made for this winter but next, 
when he predicted the burden will be 
as bad or worse, even if conditions 
generally improve. 

_A survey of agencies in 41 selected 
cities, Swift said, showed a sho 
of $9,800,000 to meet relief demands 
and only one of them rted enough 
funds to handle the problem. 

“Not all of these agencies will need 
help from outside,” he added, “but 
there is no doubt that some of 
will have to have it.” 

_Swift testified that the relief being 
given in many communities today con- 
stituted a “dole” and said the “dole” 
problem has no relation to the ques- 
tion of federal appropriations. 

While relief is primarily the re- 
eo of local communities, it is 
also a federal responsibility, he said.

VARIED OPINIONS VOICED 
BY WELFARE LEADERS 


A variety of opinions on how to 
aid the unemployed were expressed 
today at sessions of the American 
Economie Association and eleven re- 
lated societies. 

Jacob Billikopf, of Philadelphia, 
executive director of the Federation 
of Jewish: Charities, predicted that 
the senate unemployment insurance 
committee would make a report this 
session. He did not say what meas- 
ures he thought would be recom- 
mended, 

Professor Carter Goodrich, of Co- 
lumbia University, said “‘there is no 
alternative’ to legislation to set up 
unemployment reserves. 


“Less than one per cent of Amer- b 


ican workers are covered by volun- 
tary plans,” he said, adding, “gallant 
as individual efforts are, they are but 
a little island in the sea of mass un- 
employed humanity.” 

John A. Fitch, New York School 
of Social Work professor, and chair- 
man of the New York Conference 
of Unemployment Insurance, argued 
against contributions by workers io 
insurance funds, 

Employes, he contended, “are not 
responsible for unemployment.” 

“The industrial management is in 
a position to pass on the cost of in- 
surance to the consumer and the con- 
sumer ought to pay for it or forego 
the products.” 

Unemployment Insurance. 


Paul Rauchenbush, of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, described the un- 
employment insurance bill now  be- 
fore that state’s legislature as ‘at 
once the most radical and the most 
conservative proposal now being ad- 
vanced.” 

The Wisconsin measure would cre- 
ate separate reserve funds for em- 
ployes of each business, each concern 
depositing two per cent of its pay roll 
for benefits based upon length of 
service and wages earned.” 

Five dollars a week is the relief 
which Philadelphia social agencies 
are able to provide now for a desti- 
tute family of five persons, Billikopf 
told the committee. A family of up to 
10 or 15 persons is allowed not more 
than $6.50. ges 

In Altoona, Pa., the limit is even 
lower, a family of five receiving $5 
a month. In both cities the money is 
used almost exclusively for food. Only 
in cases where evictions are threaten- 
ed are the social agencies able to pay 
rents, several witnesses testified. 

On the basis of a $5 a week pay- 
ment, a family of five would have ap- 
proximately 14 cents a day to spend 
on three meals for each member of 
the family, or approximately five cents 
a meal, . 

Army Food Costs. 

In comparison, the army allows a 
food appropriation of 42 cents a day 
for an enlisted man. It is esti- 
mated, however, the daily cost of 
army food averages 37 cents and in- 
cludes for dinner, the one big meal, 
soup, meat, potatoes, two other vege- 
tables, bread, butter, coffee and a 
dessert. 

The navy estimates it costs ap- 
proximately 45 cents a day to feed the 
enlisted men. 

The Prophet Isaiah, who lived about 
600 years B. C., was quoted by Billi- 
kopf in support of the need of added 
relief. “When a man is hungry,” 
he quoted from the Bible, “He will 
fret himself and curse his king and 
his God.” 3 

Senator BE. P. Costigan, democrat, 
Colorado, asked if he found anything 
about ‘“* ed individualism” the 
Bible, and witness replied by quot- 
ing the words of Job, as to the ad- 
vice given for relief so far, as fol- 
lows :

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—(/)—As-' 
serting that business, unhampered by 
legislative bodies, had failed to re- 
store prosperity, Representative Fior- 
ella H. La Guardia tonight outlined 
congressional legislation which he said 
would relieve economic adversity. 


The New York republican said the 
government “should do everything in 
its power” to standardize a five-day 
week. To this end he suggested that 
all government contracts specify a 
five-day working week, that all gov- 
ernment buildings, including  post- 
offices, and all banks which are mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve system 
be closed on Saturdays, and that all 
railroad employees be placed on a 
five-day basis.

In what particular is justice done? 


Suppose this John Doe, being unreformed, offends again. 


This time 


he steals a thousand dollars—the life savings of a poor laborer. 


Being now in funds, he can hire a lawyer. 


Again, despite legal as- 


sistance, he is sent to prison—this time for five years. 
But how is justice served? Innocent citizens must pay the cost of 
the trial, which is greater than the sum of the theft, and must support 


the chief for five years. 


Justice requires restitution. 


The lawyer gets the stolen money, and the 
| poor laborer gets nothing except public sympathy. 
And certainly it is not just to punish 


good citizens in order to protect them from bad ones. 


The imprisoned law-breaker should pay his keep. 


He should be 


released only on parole and held responsible to the law until he has 
paid back every cent expended to board him. 

If he took another’s property, his earnings should be commandeered 
by the law until repayment is made in full—whetheér restitution re- 


quires one year, five or forty. 


It is a strange law that requires honest men to pay alimony they

“We are now actually ahead of 
the money raised and to date our ex- 
penses have been greater than the 
amount received, only $417.000 of a 
needed $805,000 having been sub- 
scribed. 

“Unemployment is positively in-- 
ereasing and those who are out of 
jobs are getting nearer and nearer 
the end of their resources. We cannot 
permit people to starve and it seems 
to me that since we have not raised 
the needed money, federal aid is the 
most direct source.” 

Neely Urges Relief. 

Denying an opinion authoritative 
enough to warrant the suggestion of 
a remedy, Frank Neely. chairman of 
the Better Business Committee of 
Mayor Key’s relief forces, said that 
additional aid must come from some 
source. He said: 

‘We have not as yet raised the 
money and approximately $250,000— 
perhaps more—must be obtained be- 
fore we are able to meet the needs of 
the unemployed. Something must be 
done, whether it be by city or county 
governments, private subscriptions, 


‘taxation—or federal government.” 


Thinks Outside Aid Not Needed. 


O. F. Bading, of the United States 
department of labor and director of 
employment for Georgia, said that 
Atlanta can care for her-own and that 
outside aid will be unnecessary. 

“Employment is increasing and con- 
ditions are getting generally better,” 
he said, adding that registrations for 
work have decreased and that place- 
ments have increased. 

Concerning outside aid for Atlanta, 
W. Henry Smith, former president of 
the Community Employment Service 
and at present a member of Mayor 
Key's relief committee, said: “The 
average citizen does not realize the 
widespread distress among the indus- 
trial workers, and of many of the 
‘white collar’ class.

financial record of the Waycross city 
-commission which will conclude its 
tenure in office this week. 

If all due the city on December 51, 
1927, had been paid in and the city 
in turn had paid all it owed, it would 
have been in debt $182,043.88. 

On December 31, 1931, if all due 
the city is paid in and the city pays 
all it owes, the city will have in cash 
in the bank a surplus of $85,965.08. 

This is an improvement in four 
years of $278,008.96 in the financial 
condition of the city. The city is now 
operating practically on a cash basis. 

t has not borrowed a penny during 
1931 for operating expenses; has not 
had to pay a penny of interest for 
operating expenses, and is operating 
within its budget. 

Not only has the current indebted- 
ness of the city been wiped out dur- 
ing thif“administration and a surplus 
established, but the cost of operating 
the city has been reduced .aaterially. 
The total cost, ordinary and extraordi- 
nary, of operating the city for 1927 
was $319.034.92; for 1928 
$280,937.55; for 1929 it was $292.-

Professor Drewry, a former presi- 
dent of the Teachers’ Association, 
was chairman of the teachers’ rep- 
resentatives -who met with delegates 
from the Association of Schools and 
Tec ow of Journalism, the Na- 
tional itorial Association, and the 
American Society of Newspaper Edi- 
tors this year to consider standards 
for education and practice in jour- 
nalism, , 

The two editors’ groups already’ 
have approved the suggestion that 
the committee be made permanent. 

Professor Drewry told the teachers, 
meeting at the University of Minne- 
sota, that if the work of the joint 
committee were carried on vigorously 
“nerhaps ultimately we will raise the 
professional status of journalism so 
that newspapermen will cease to be 
associated in the popular mind with | 
‘Jake’ Lingle, gangsters, and tabloid 
picture thieves. 

He gave credit for the idea of 
joint effort to President Fuller 
Shedd, Philadelphia, of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors. 

“Professional status,” the speaker 
said, “is very definitely associated 
with the opportunities ‘available to 
graduates Whe have been educated in 
the accredited manner. 

“Before newspaper work is ,to Le 
wholly attractive to ambitious and 
intelligent youngsters, there must be 
evolved a new theory of economics in 
journalism. Employing executives 
must be convinced that their individ- 
ual newspapers, and journalism as & 
whole, will be immeasurably bene- 
fited by a system which, on the one 
hand, bars from journalistic practice 
those of mediocre education. and 
faulty character; and which, on the 
other hand, has a basis of remunera- 
tion which will commend the sus- 
tained efforts and interests of supe- 
rior men and women.’ 

He quoted from an editorial in 
Editor and Publisher by Ole Buck, 
who wrote. 

“Thoughtful newspapermen .. - 
are agreed that newspaper work 
should be a real profession, that it 
is essential’ for the man who deals 
with public opinion to have profes- 
sional standing as it’is for the man 
who deals with physical ills, or per- 
sonal wrongs.’ 

Drewry expressed agreement with 
Buck’s opinion that the raising of 
journalistic standards was a matter 
to be handled within the profession 
and not by legal means.

SALARY REDUCTIONS 


MACON, Ga. Dec. 29.—()—Sen- 
ator Walter F. George, in an igter- 
view Tuesday night on the eve of his 
departure for Washington, declared 
that he will offer a bill designed to 
give President Hoover blanket au- 
, thority to consolidate, combine or abol- 
ish federal boards, bureaus and inde- 
pendent agencies which, in the presi- 
dent’s opinion, may be so merged or 

abolished without prejudice to the 
public interest.

With in- 
struction and club cleaning included 
the professionals’ income for the year 
was placed at approximately $25,673.,-
